REMARKS 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for consideration of the subject patent 
application. This amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed February 26, 2007. 
Claims 1-7, and 15-24 remain in the application. Claims 1-17 were originally presented. Claims 
8-14 and 25-27 have been canceled without prejudice. 

Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

The office action has asserted that Applicant's reply filed on December 7, 2007 was not 
fully responsive because the reply did not present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions 
believed to render newly presented claim 25 patentable over the previously applied references. 
As noted above, claims 25-27 have been canceled.
